(ii) Allahabad, Bangalore, Bombay, Calcutta, Gauhati, 
Madras and Nagpur as the places at which the addi¬ 
tional Benches of the Central Administrative Tiibunal 
shall ordinarily sit.

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of section 18 of the Administrative Tribunals Act, 
1985 (13 of 19S5), the Central Government hereby directs that 
the Principal bench and the additional benches specified in 
column (2) of the Table hereto annexed shall deal with all 
matters falling within the purview of the Central Adminis¬ 
trative Tribunal within the territories specified against .the 
Principal bench and each of the additional benches in column 
(3) of the said Table; 

Provided that nothing contained in this notification shall 
debar the Principal bench to entertain applications under rule 6 
of the Central Administrative Tribunal (Procedure) Rules,
